Two certainties after the primary 



The. day after Idaho's primary election, two 
things appear certain. 

First, the Mormon Church will be a 
dominant factor in the election _of Idaho's 
governor this fall. 

Second, the rematch between Rep. George 
Hansen and Stan Kress is guaranteed to be-a- 
tough, gloves-off battle. 

The Mormon vote in Idaho clearly helped 
Allan Larsen win the six-way Republican 
primary race for governor. 

Beginning at Burley and heading east ,to 
Idaho Falls and south into Franklin County, 
Larsen locked up 15 predominately-LDS 
— counties-in the state.-- ^ — — — - 

Vem Ravenscroft won 22 of the remaining 29 
counties but he cpuldnH crack the Mormon 
vote. -■ 

How the vote goes in the LDS counties of 
Idaho will be critical again In November. 

Because Gov. John Evans, raised a Mormon 
and hailing from southern Idaho, could make 
some Inroads into the Larsen territory. 
■ But if Larsen can hold his vote In southern 
and southeastern Idaho, he will give Evans a 
tough run for the governorship. 

And then there is the other big race of the 
fall, the rematch between Stan Kress and 
George'Hansen. . - . 

The morning after the. primary election, 
Kress cannot help but feel confident. 

He appears to be in better ^hape today than 



at any "time durine his 1976 race against- 
tncumbent Hansen. ' ■ 

In Magic Valley, for example, Kress carried . 
only one county in his 197() race against 
Hansen. 

But in the 1978 primary.-sbi^oLcighL Magic

Senate ' commerce 
subcommittee that the basic thrust of 
the Energy' Department's waste di- 
sposal program "has been' based on 
our ability to effectively isolate 
radioactive wastes In geological re- 
positories. 

"Geological exploration studies arc 
being conducted to identify potential 
rcsposltory sites for commercial 
wastes. Since most investigations of 
geologic disposal to date have cen- 
tercd on salt formations, the primory 



emphasis has been on the Known 
promising salt forrnations In the 
United States.

"The Japanese community has not 
done much, to encotirsge Imports of 
machinery," sold Schniltz.."And they 
have a mysterious business 
cnvlrDnmcnt, differences In culture 
and language, and many American 
businessmen arc unwilling to learn 
about that.

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Jerome area beekeeper 
losing out this year

JEROME — It's been a iMtd year for 
bees. " '. *' 

First, many of the hardworking 
.tiOQey.-nuikcra„w&i£.-PDissncd.. this 
summer by pesticides which got Into 
' the pollen they collect. 

Then their image was tamLihed by 
"""The Swarm;"u"d!SQSter film atwura— 
murderous herd of killer bees. 

Jerome beekeeper Ernie Hancock 
complains bees don't deserve the 
treatment they're getting. Honcock 
houses about thrcc-ciuartcrs of a 
million honcybess In backyard bee 
colonics In Jerome County. He loves 
bees, and tries to prove it by allowing 
— hlsIdahojnonci:cI.bcostQbu2z.around_. 
him without covering himself with 
nets or other special clothing. 

"It's wosps and yellow Jackets, not 
honeybees, that sting," he explained 
' In defense of the fearsome insects. 
Stoically holding out a finger Into 
which/an angry bee is forging its 
stinger, the man who hdndlcs bees 
dally' admitted, "Stinging always 
■hurts." 

' Although beekeeping Is only o 
sideline for Hancock, he was incensed ' 
three weeks ago when he began 
finding handfulls of dead bees lying In 
front of the three-story wooden hives 
where his bccs live and store honey. 

He sold he figured out ho.w they died 
by tracing a path from his hives to his 
neighbors' fields where cncopsulatcd 
methyl parathlon, a pesticide used on 
alfalfa, peas ond beans, hod been 

sprayed. 

The' encapsulated pesticide has 
been blamed for bcokills throughout 
the. Magic. Volley. this...8ummer._ 
Methyl pnrothlon capsules arc the 
same size as pollen grains — 20 to <10 
microns. Bees can't distinguish 
between the capsules and pollen, so 
they carry the deadly nuggets back to 
their hives. If the bees don't die on the 
way home, the capsules contaminate 
their larvae, threatening the next 
generation of bees. 

Methyl parathlon was the villain In 
severe l>eckllls In Lcwlston in I97C," 
causing the Idaho Department of 
Agriculture to ban Its use in the slate. 
However, a succcssttil protest by th6 
Pcnnwalt company, manufacturer of 



the pesticide, got'Uic ban reversed on 
a technicality In an Idahr] court last 
winter. With renewed ' use ot Uic 
pesticide this summer there has been 
arcoccurrenceofbcckills. 

AlUipu^ the worst, of, the kills is 
over; for this season, Hancock said 
some bees continue to die: "You find 
little traces of kill cvor>- time you go 
out:"" 



distance Awn . croi^praycd (lelds. 
because they fly as far a$ three mil<^ 
to pollinate. In studies, bees have 
traveled as far as nine miles to find a 
blade of grass. 
"Just moving them around Magic 
. Valley won't do any good, " Hancock 
cxplahied. "If I move my hives I'll 
move Into a valley CO or 100 miles 



After finding many of his bees had 
been killed this summer, Hancock 
tried to measure what effect the kill 
had on honey production. To do that 
ho weighed one of his hives every day 
for a four-day period beginning right 
oftcrosproy. 

"They wore making four pounds a 
dny^HancMk snid.^'AfteiL they, got — 
'sprayed, "thpy octunlly lost a halt a 
pound. "Then after four days they 
gained two pounds." 

Luckily the honey wasn't con- 
taminated' by the pi^tlcldcs because 
organisms can't live in honey. But 
Uicrc will be hidden losses for 
Unncoclt from Ihc bccklll. Ho has 
fewer bcc:; to collect ond store honey 
for the winter, so his bees may starve 
to death during their hibernation. _ 

It's hot Just the damage to h'^$3;oa0' 
a year honey business that bothers 
Hancock — his beekeeping is part of.a. 
family tradition carried on in Jerome' 
by Ernie, his father, uncle and cousin. 
He maintains his own ttlvcs, collects 
and /liters the honey and even seals 
and labels the Jars himself, all on 
spare evenings ond weekends. 
His hives . are in seven different 
locations In Jerome County. None 
escaped this sunlmcr's kill but some 
suffered greater losses than othc». 
__Accordlng to Hancock pesticide use 
has iipsct the "whole ecological 
bolancc ,of his back yard. Not only 
b^cs but-also some of .the birds that 
used to fly through arc gone. He can't 
prove It, but he blames pesticides (or 
killingthcblrds. 

He says hobby beekeepers like 
himself suffer more from , the 
pesticide problem than large com- 
mercial beekeepers who have moved 
their hives to safer locations like 
Fairfield, Mackay and Carey where 
there arc fewer farmers spraying 
pesticides. 
Bees have to 'be moved a long 



-awoy/' 

One hobby beekeeper In Twin Foils 
claimed the hives don't have to be 
transplanted that far away. He 
successfully avoldwl pesticides by 
moving his boca to Rock Creek. 

Hancock says ■ recent publicity 
aboiit bcc deaths from, pesticides has 
hod some effect on neighboring 
farmers JVho_g!royi-jn»ex now spray 
later In thcdivhq)lngBc<swlirhavc 
already returned home from the 
fields. 

Not until 7 p.m. does the Hancock 
family hear the ominous drone of 
airplanes as they swoqi down over, 
nearby fields leaving o trail of white 
spray. Unfortunately the delay docs 
little good because encapsulated 
pesticides (which are only one of 
many pesticides sprayed on crops) 
wmain" deadly fori? monthsraccord- 
Ing to a recent article by pesticide 
expert P.F. Thurbcr In the American 
Bcc Journal. " 

Hancock doesn't blnmc farmers for 
the bcc kills. He believes ii growers 
use pesticides carefully they can save 
their crops from Insects without, 
relying on encapsulated methyl 
parathlon. 

Its. chemical, mdnutacturers and 
their fleldmcn urge formers to use 
mon* pesticides, Hancock said. 

"Once they get these growers- 
sproying.~they~Just-spray-more-and- 



stronger chemicals," he complained. 

He added that beekeepers arc such 
a small economic fsnap they can't 
force farmers to stop using en- 
cai^ated chemicals. 

"I'm bucking some pretty tough 
people," the bccklll victim acknowl- 
edged. 

."I don't think beekeepers themsel- 
ves can do anything and I don't expect 
anything from the Agrlcultu 
Department. If lanybody docs anym- 
Ing It'll be the EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency}."

One 
complete with rcconbfssoricb 'scoiils, woman Mid a ra t even Jumped on her 
HnteiJigcncc— officers— and~attack — t)al)y*fl^WKgo7' ' 
forces, is waging a fierce "battle of -■ . ■ -

'The iGO-mcmber "ormy" under a 
Single command was deployed in 
April to fight the hordes of rats that 
thrive In some sections of Chicago. 

"It's hui IU(o the military," said 
Madison L. Brown II, chief of 
Chicago's $3 million Comprehensive 
Rodent Control Program. "It's a real 
battle of wits. I would say the rats arc 
a serious problem here as they arc in 
mosLcltlcs," 

Brown said he can't even guess how 
many enemies ho faces but they 
number at least a million. And, Brown 
said, they are formidable. 

"The rat can fall five stories 
without injury, swim three days In , 
water and cat for free," he said, "Two ' 
rats con be the progenitors of 15,000 
inside 12 months." 

■The' city has ■ developed n four- 
pronged military 5trate({y to combat 
the rodents which can cany at least 80 
-diseases;: 

Rcconalssancc scouts search for 
concentrations of rats and tell resi- 
dents proper health habits can pre- 
vent rodent infestation. An attack 
force blitzkriegs heavy_ problem 
areas, cleaning up garbage piles and 
removing abandoned cars where rats 
flourish. 

A mop-up batalllon then lays deadly 
rodcntlcides In "i 
eliminate tJie existing powJatlons. 
Finally, sanitary Inspectors ffiovc in, 
making sure areas arc maintained 
properly to keep rats out. 

Residents with reports of rat in- , 
vaslons can call a central command 
post and the army wUl try to get to the 
scene wilhln three days. 

"We're not naive enough to think 
we'll end the rat problem," Brown 
said, vwo do see "signa 'of "Improve-" 
mcnt — mainly less active rat signs 
and good reports from residents. But 
we have a long battle ahead. It's far 
from over," 

Because rats are Intelligent 
creatures, city officials have de- 
veloped a sp ecial strateg y to "broad- 
cast" the rodentlcldKj. 

First, unpoisoned oats are pfaced in 
"rat runs" to prevent. the rats. from 
developing "bait shyness," Brown 
said. Then, poisoned oats ore laid 
down to kill the by-then confident rats. 

In addition, the rodenticidcs must 
be alternated to prevent rals ti;om 
developing Immunity or tolerance to 
them. 

Brown said a common rodcnticldc 
used by the city inhibits the coagula- 
tion of the rodents' blood, causing It to 
thin. - 

The results of the Chicago 
"broadcasting" strategy Is t)cing 
studied by researchers at Bowling 
Green University in Ohio. Brawn said. 
■The results could be.uselul.to_othcr. 
cities, hesald. 

In Chicago's- 22nd Ward on the 
Southwest Side, officials have 
mounted their own "bounty" program 
to battle the rats.

It is. one of the only plant sources 
that contains complete protein. 

Caution should be used when pick- 
in); the leaves of the plant and those 
unaccustomed, to harvesting the 
leaves should use gloves. 

The leaves at the top of the plant are 
the best for coting along with the 
young shoots which sprout from early 
spring through the summer months. 

To prepare the leaves, wash them In 
warm water to remove any dirt. 
Insects or foreign matter. Then boll

arc ready to eat. The boiling neutral- 
izes the stinging agent In the leaves.

acvcland takes to Mississippi lakes 
on weekends to "grabble" catfish out 
of their watery Iwnies. And. most of 
the time, the stubborn catfish doesn't 
give up without a fight. 

he Sl-yeaKrid plumber says the 
sport Is fUIed with excitement and 
spiced with danger. 

"It takes a special breed to do this 
kind of fishing. It takes a man who can 
endure pain. Your body has gal to be 
able to.reslst infection. And you have 
to be Just short of the mental 
m hospital," Clevclandsaid. 
^ Cleveland battles the catfish In their 
favorite lafr — a hollow log. 

"I prefer a hollow log. Approxi- 
mately six feet undfT the water. I go 



down, stop up one end of the log and 
then prod the fish out-with a 5Uck,-.hc _ 
said. "When he tries to get out the 
open end I reach In and grab him, tlcn 
rope around him and tolumim .to the 
suiface/' 

Cleveland, unlike the majority of 
gralri}llng fishermen, uses scuba gear 
to (Ish the logs. He also will set up his 
own fishing grounds, towing logs, 
culverts or drums bi areas where hc_ 
think catfish will frequent. 

He said tbc catfish don't always 
cooperate. . 

Cleveland said the catfish are in the 
logs protecting their nesting area and 
they get mean v^hen .they are di- 
sturbed, . 

"I sometimes stIcH my toot in the 
log to block the fish; One Ume I felt ' 
something pulling on my ankle and it 
was the fish. He had my whole foot In 
his mouth and was tearing at the 



ankle,"hesald. 

— Cleveland said his jirms and.liands_ 
suffer most of the damage. "The 
catfish will tear at your arm and.I've 
had cuts as big as five inches. He'll 
even tear your clothes off," he said, 
"The catfish has a big moulh, some Of 
them are blg cnough you can put a 
gallon bucket In them." 

"1 guess I have a thousand scars. 
My wife says I am going to need 
plastic surgery If 1 keep It up. I have 
Ixjen cut everywhere," he said. 

He said he catches numerous 5&- 
pound catfish each year. The largest 
fish he's landed was 73 pounds. 

"When they are about 50 pounds 
they are "really strong. If you don't 
catch them In the logs, you can kiss 
them'goodbyc' they'n; gone," he said. 

Qevcland said often tlmc^ish are 
not the only thing In the logs. 

"Cought a couple of snakes In there. 



But I won't catch them anymore. I 
.luid.some_llireat5 oa.my life when I 
surfaced and tried to put the snakes In 
thelwat,''' hosald. - 

Grabbling has been criticized by " 
some fishermen who say the practice 
should be outlawed because the fish 
aretakenwhUethcyarenesttag. - 

"I don't sec any difference between 
catching the catfish during spawning 
and catching a white perch dtiClpg 
spawning. If there was a shorta'g^ of 
fish, I would say yes, It should; tie 
stopped. But, when fish are plentiful, I 
don't ECO' where It makes that mtich 
difference." 

Grabbling is legal in 62 of Mississ- 
ippi's counties, the season running 
from the spring until late July. _ 
" Cleveland says he's been hooktrd on 
grobbllng for about 10 years. 

JUt has to be a disease, that's' the 
oijly way to describe It," he said.

In IB87, one of his first Jobs was 
driving a team of oxen to plow up the 
buckbrush nt 50 cents per day near 
American Falls. But his contact with 
horscsbcganlongbcforethat. ' 

"My father v/aa a horso trainer. I 
began riding behind him when I yas 
thr«o, could rldo by mysolf at five and . 
owned a liorse nnmcd Colcy at eight. 
Coley was a big horse and difficult for 
me to mount, so my father taught him 
to lie down so I could gel on him. My 
mother would give me a bucket of 
eggs to take to town. I would tell Coley 
to 11c down so I could got off at the 
. little country store. He would stay 
down until I would come out of. the 
store and get on him again," said the 
"BSiyfcar bid Barnard. . 

One of eight children of pioneer 
Stock, he grew. up. in Rockland. His 
father was a cattle rancher and in I87S 
had been one of the first families to 
move Into the area south o( American 
Falls. 

Horses have been a way of life for 



Barnard. While he haa often earned a 
living at other endeavors, he olways 
had a tuinea he was training. A lot of 
his "horse sense" came from his 
f atho* and a cousin, ImjI much of It has 
come through his own experience. 

"Ttalning horses." says Barnard. 
"Is like being a school teacher. You 
hove to have & different system with 
ovc'ry horse because of their different 
pcrsooalltJes. Horses are like children 
and 'Arabians are like very smart 
chlldran. They clthc^Bet ahead of you 
and have their own- way, or you get 
them to do what you want them to 
do." 

While mony people fancy, themsel- 
ves to be horse tiafners, Barnard 
says, "I've never found a quick and 
easy way to train a horse. It takes 
time. It requires at least two years to 
train a horse to ride and to really 
polish him. You will hove to spend 
more than two years. It you want to 
teach him tricks." 

Timing Is extremely Important, 
according to Barnard. 

"For a pleasure riding horse, you're 
better off to start training a horse at 
three years of age. So many times 
when they are started too young, they 



arc ove^wo^kcd. Just keep In mind . 
that It Is similar to working with a . 
child, especially when you're dealing 
with the highly bred horses. You have 
to wait until they ore physically and 
emotionally ready." 

He estimates he has trained more 
than fiO hmscs for riding over the 
years and live to perform as trick 
harscs. But his greatest thrill ns a 
trainer involved his horse. Spike, who 
died in the early '60s at age 21. 
. . "I really got a kick out Of training 
this cutting horse lor shows. Spike 
could cut 0 cow out of a herd without o 
rider on his back. 1 first trained him to 
do this with goats. 

"When they tried to get awoy from 
him, he would grab them In his mouth. 
To stop him from Jolng this, I put a 
hackmoreon him, but then he refused 
to cut them. 1 realized then that I 
would have to tnUn hUn with cows. 
Spike Svni many awards oil over the 
country, and performed frequently In 
fairs and horse sfitws^ 

"I taught him to play ball, to chose 
a bail that I would throw over the 
' house, to close a car door with his 
shoulders, to honk a cor horn, and to 



pick up my cowboy hat from the 
ground and ^vc 'It to me. He 
p^ormed other tricks, too. We 
considered him to t>e a part of our 
famlly, and my daughters, Helen 
(HoUlflcld of Hansen) and Hazel 
(McIntyreofTwin Falls) loved him." 
he said,. 

Recognized by bis friends and other 
trainns over the years as n horse 
tralnhig expert, Barnard says he has 
even wwkcd. with wUd horses or 
desert horses as thoy wore known In 
the early days. 

"We used to catch wild horses on 
the desert west of American Falls, 
and 1 1 broke some of them to ride," 
ho said. ' 

"WUd horses are Just as cosy to 
break to ride as any other. In foct, 
they arc easier to break thon a horse 
that someone has owned for years, but 
hos not trained." 

Looking bock over' his long aiid 
productive life, would Bomard do 
/ ar^Uilng differently? "ITiCTe ore no 
doubt sopic things I would do dUftoe- 
nlly. but I wouldn't change a lot. I love 
hOTses and I would always wont to 
woric with them;" he said.

20 years received overwhelming 
approvid by the House. Passed by a 
vote of iin-S, the bill will require a 
major program overhaul and In- 
crease costs over current law from. 
52,7 billion to $4.1 billion in 1980, 

The only opposition to the bill came 
from Ucp. Glenn Anderson (D-Callf. ). 
who disputed what he said was a low 
■ bonus for World War I vets — on cxta 
$67 for those older than 80. Although It 
amounts to $804 a year for pensioners. 
Anderson wanted to give $100 a month 
to each -of the 720,000- vets, their 
widows and chllden. The Increase was 
necessary, Anderson said, to com- 
pensate for other benefits world war 
vets do not receive. 
While the House bill cost $lll 



- million and allows a IfiA'A percent 
indiiasc for a veteran and his spouse, 
the Senate Veteran's Commlllee has 
passed o bill that would cost $711 
million the first year and only allows n 
68 percent Increase for a married 
veteran. 

Vctcrons Administration pensions 
arc a form of " welfare and are 
different from veteran's compensa- 
tions. Pensions are given to needy 
veterans who suffered non-scrvlce 
Injuries or Illness, often years after 
leaving the service. "All needy 
veterans 6S or older get the pensions 
regardless ot.the state of their health. 
Compensation Is paid only to veterans 
who suffered servlcc-rclotcd Injuries 
or illness. 



A single veteran who has no other 
Income now receives $2,364 a year; a 
married veteran. $2,544 a year; and a 
widow with one child, $1.908 a year. 
Under the new House bill, a single 
veteran would get ti.OOO a year; a 
married veteran, $5,200 a year; and a 
widow with one child, W,«iOayeor., 

To get a pension, under current law, 
an unmonrled veteran's Income must 
not exceed $3,700 oc $S.0» it ho is 
married. 

WhoQcvcr Social Security benefits 
are Increased, the pension rate would 
be Increased by a similor percentage 
■under the bill. This Is to avoid a 
pension reduction through Social 
Securltv Increases.

Conducted by means of a question- 
naire mailed to a large number of - 
feminine proprietors across the 
country, the study refuted several 
^Idcly held misconceptions and pro- 
duced s6me~Intercstlng'5tatisUCs 'on ' 
women business owners. 

Of the. women responding, 72.5 
percent were Caucasian, 22.7 percent 
black, 3.4 percent native American 
, jmd 0.4 percent . Oriental. Some 70 
percent were Prolestnt, 15 percent 
Catholic and Sperccnt Jewish. 

The commonly held beliefs ,thnt 
most women go Into business because 
they are single, widowed or divorced 
and thus must work for a living; that 
they Inherit a family business, or starl; 
a business on Impulse or simply to 
cam "pin" money were not tjomcout. 

On the contrary, more than half the 
women In the study arc married. 
Fewor.than 7 percent Inherited their 
tnislncss and 42 percent said they had 



established their business without any 
help from husband or other nlale 
relative. 

However, 21 percent did have a 
husband, brother or other masculine 
relative as a partner; in many cases 
OS !'front," to help overcome the anti- 
feminlne prejudices of bankers, 
customers and others. 

The AMA Study also showed fewer, 
than 1~ porcent of the feminine 
enterprises were started on Impulse. 
Most were carefully planned. There 
was no indication that the failure rate 
was significantly greater, or less,-- 
thon the general high failure rate of 
all new businesses. 

The women surv^cd started their ^ 
enterprises,' like most men who go- 
Into business, because they had sound 
ideas for useful goods or services, 
because they desired financial 
independence and wanted to make use 
otpcrsonaltalcntOTskills. - 

The only real differences resulting 
from sex disclosed by- the question- - 
nalrc grew out of lingering prejudice. 

rronlcally. the women IndJcafed, 
some of the prejudice came from their 
own sex. Tnoy iiad a lot more trouble 
with female workers than with men, 
' for example. 

There was general agreement that 
the woman who cstabll^cs a business 
still is sure to encounter some tona of 
male prejudice along the way, related 
. for the most port to men's belief that 



women were intruding in a -man's 
world, were In business for fun, 
lacked adequate business experience, 
couldn't comprehend business In- 
tracacies or were overly emotional. 

■Many said tjankers pos<Kl the " 
greatest problems for women In 
business, ■ followed by lawyers, 
customers and accountants. 

The successful woman entrt^r- 
eiieiu', the study found, comes from a 
close, supportive famlljr and has a 
particularly strong bond 'with the 
male parental role model.

Plant your bulbs in a deep pot with 
good drainage. Since foliage .and 
flowers grow upright, the bulbs should 
be placed close together. for 'best 
display. 

Use sterilized potting soil, either 
packaged or homemade. Make a Well 
In the soil for eadi bulb. The base 



where the roots form can be damaged 
by Jamming the bulb Into the mixture. 
Add enough soil to cover the bulb, 
then water the soil well. 
- Aftor excess Water has_ drained 
away, cover the pot wlUi aluminum 
foil and place It In the refrigerator for 
13 to 15 weeks. Temperatures between 
35 and 45 degrees promote strong root 
growth. Check the soil every week to 
moke sure it Is damp.
